WlLUAitSBUuc, Va.—There aro lew placuS 


in the United States with a more iiniiiuo and 
fascinating history than AVilHamsburg, tho an- 
cient capital of Virginia in colonial tiiucn, and 
tliore arc few concerning which less if* Known 
by'tho general reader. It id tho type ol 
t»1<*- 


watcr Virginians aa it oxitita to-day. 
It was 


the seat of viceregal power in America dminy 
many years of British rule in tho colonies. 
Many of the stirring incidents antedating tho 
revolution wore there enacted, and near J>y 
Lord Corn\valli3 surrendered liia ioicea and 
substantially ended the struggle for the reten- 
tion of power. 
As it was a strategic point in 


the revolution, BO it was again during the 
great civil \viir. Through its afreets inarched 
the niagnilio.ont army of McOlellan, cm iy dur- 
ing hia Peninsular campaign—the finest ap- 
pointed airny, perhaps, ever gathered on tho 
continent; and it alao witnessed hia retreat. 
Not more than a nulo away was fought tho 
tattle of Williambburg, one of tho fiercest of 
tho war. 
AH tho ancient capital was the head- 


quarters of tho cavaliers during 
colonial 


times, HO also was it tho stronghold of the- An- 
glican church as transplanted from Uritaiu to 
America. Here it waa tlitit tho t'unuilatton fo.t 
the second college in America waa laid, and 
where it tlourmhed tor i\\o centuries or more, 
under its rhurter granted by YuiUum and 
Mary, und Harvard, its older rival, was l\u' 
years its stipendiary. 


Tho glory of tho old dominion, ascxoinpliiiod 


tho ''Middle Plantation," H a lmlf-for#ottou 
memory. 
Tho very tombatones and inoss-cuv- 


erod mouuments of the early colonial yovern- 
ort* and magnates, are yielding to tho corrnd- 
ing hand of time, and William and Mary, which 
the loyal adherents of C'huich and king hoped 
would perpetuaio liberal learning and respect 
for established rule in the New \Yorld, o\ists 
only in a ground of decaying college halls. 
There iw no place in Virginia where one may 
more profitably study what remains of tho old 
regime, 01 tnlie notes of the readjustment of 
Virginia in her relations to modern progicae 
and civilization, than this point. 


As WilliauiHbnrg is representative of the 


land-owners \\ho, until the civil war, held id- 
most baronial sway in eastern Virginia, HO to a 
great o\teut in William and Mary College typi- 
cal of the ancient seat of culture and learning. 
The town lian about the same population that 
it had two hundred 3ears tigo; ecntuiuly no 
more than when Sir William Berkeley wan 
i uler here under the Stuarts,

There was nothing to disturb the 
primeval solitude of the village save a lively 
set-to between two colored hoys, 1'or the privi- 
lege of carrying my vahaa from the depot, and 
tho victor in tho contest made- up for this by 
demanding double price when hr; reached tho 
hotel. 
A bhovt walk bi ought mo to the court 


house square across which a plank walk—tho 
only one in town—and perhaps t]m only mu- 
nicipal improvement of tho kind nmlcrtiikuii

There, was no conten- 


tion between hack drivers for our patronu^ 
for they are unknown in Williamsbnrg. The 
first street-crossing on the way waa marked 
Dnko of Gloucester street, by which imino i& 
has beon'known since the foundation of tho 
city. Another was marked Nassau atrcot, [in- 
other William street, and tho entire nomencla- 
ture carried one back to the time of VYilhum of 
Orange and beyond bib day. 


The walk through tho village to the cnlln^e 


took u» through the principal part of the 
town, and at tho same tomo gave us a lair idea 
of if. About cue-half the houses ivoie hipped 
roofed, with dormer windows, after the style 
of the better class of residences still lound in 
the old towns in New York first eettlod by tho 
Dutch. The roofs wore covered with moss 
and lichens, and were green with age. Though 
it v^s the middle of tho afternoon, 
the 


streets were almost osqniet as Goldsmith's 
deserted village. On our way we passed tho 
Episcopal church, a lino structure built on the 
model of an English church of the bettor 
grade and covered with a luxuriant growth of 
ivy. The hand of the city church clock in the 
ateeple had stopped at half past 11, and on in- 
quiry as to how Ion" time had ceased t;> be re- 
corded, a passer told us that it had stood so for 
five years. 


The college buildings of William ami Mary 


were in a fair state of preservation. 
The de- 


sign for their construction -was furnished by 
Sir Christopher "VViea, the architect of St 
Paul's, in London 
In the middle of tho walk 


leading tip to the main entrance was a statue 
of Berkeley, Baron Botetourt, erected in his 
memory by tho house of Bnrgesucs of Vir- 
ginia. Like the college, his lordship has un- 
dergone many hardships. 
A vandal soldi'ar 


during the late war knocked off his head with 
a canon-ball. 
It was cemented in pin io again, 


but ever since his lordship seems to be hutTer- 
lug with a crick in his neck. 
Ha was aho 


made a target for rifle practice b\ the war- 
riors, and in consequence a good part of Ins 
lordship's nose is missing, causing him lo pre- 
sent a plebian and generally disrepuUiblo ap- 
pearance. 


We -wandered about the place for home lime 


without weeing anyone. A colored man, who 
was engaged in rounding a broken ax-handle. 
at last told us that we would probably tiua 
Colonel Ewell in Ihe main building, A inarch 
though tho deserted halls was \utliout le^ult, 
and we made a detour 1o another part of the 
grounds and returned after an interval. By 
tm's time there waa u group of live titvhina 
playing marbles on the Jront stepn. They 
were the solo representatives of the lino corps 
of students, the flower (if Virginia add tlia 
south, who once filled the place, Ono uf tho 
lads conducted ua to a wing, whnre lie ttntl we 
would find President Ewell, u brother of tho 
celebrated General E^ell, of 
C'oni'fdinato 


lame, by the way. Tho president had Inn hr.td- 
quartera in a large room, one end of v. Inch 
\fta Tilled with astronomical iiustrumoiiM and 
apparatuses used in demonytmtmg natural 
philosophy, tho other with a lot of leuiv-postfj 
•ml chips. 
These few salient points will givo ono an 


idea of tho college, the second oldest in Amer- 
ica, uiid one which,if it had not been spoiled of 
its ante-revolutionary grants, would now be 
tho richest not onlv in America, but in the 
world. Ono can not realize the change better 
than bv imagining Harvard, with its centuries 
of rich historic associations, reduced to tha 
same state. 


The institution 
brought down to these 


etraits, without regular classes, or, in fact, any 
students since 1874, gave Washington the only 
certificate in the nature of a degree ever be- 
stowed ou him—namely, a cortincate aa sur- 
veyor. It was here 'that Thomas Joffrrtfou 
studied moral philosophy and history and im- 
bibed the principles which m after' life ho flo 
thoroughly imbued into his followers, and 
which survive him long after he himself baa 
mouldered into dust

judges, seven cabinet officers, including AVm. 
Wirt, "Winfield Scott, Bushrod "Washington, 
John Eandolph-and a long list of names almost 
equal in luster. When the college w;ia founded 
it was fondly hoped to make it for the aristo- 
cratic Virginians the Oxford as well as tho 
AVe&tminster of their pousoBsionts iu the new 
world. The ancient pile is now but a moan- 
nient-to the scholastic daye of its distinguished 
sons, spent within its walla. 


\Vilhamaburg IB to a great extent tlie strate- 


getic bey to the Peninsula formed by the York 
and JtimoH rivers. Deep estuaries or creeks 
extend up from each toward it, rendering tlm 
country impassable except for about ft mile in 
width.

Last evening Elder Black's subject was 


"Moral Law and Positive Law." His 
text was 1st John 3:4, "Sin is the trans- 
gression of law." He showed that mora 
laws were right in themselves, though 
they had never been commanded. Thai 
moral laws consist exclusively of what is 
due from man to man; that positive law 
was a divine command in obeying which 
man showed his fidelity to God. 
His 


command to Adam prohibiting certain 
fruit w.is a positive command, including 
no moral principle. It was simply a test 
of his loyalty ami fidelity to God. Had 
he commanded Adam not to kill F.ve it 
\\onld have included amoral principle, 
and hence would not have been a test of 
Adam's fidelity. But we will not attempt 
nn}nopcisof the sermon.

running horses, Aztec and Aretino, at 
Memphis on Friday, the former winning 
a purse of $1200, making a run of a mile 
and a half in the fast time of 2:39% and 
defeating all the aged horses in the 
south. A Memphis paper printed the 
following graphic description of Aztec's 
great victory:

Apollo tried to get 
away by himself several times, and Lute 
Fogle manifested his usual disposition to 
start backward. 
At length they left, 


Apollo leading, the Duke well up on his 
quarter, and followed closely by Callao 
and Aztec. At the three-quarter pole the 
Duke and Apollo were lapped, and in 
that position made the turn into the home 
stretch. 
Then the undervalued Aztec 


made a rush for the favorites, and pass- 
ing Callao, collared them for 100 yards, 
and then went to the front. The race 
down the stretch was not specially excit- 
ing, for very few thought Aztec could hold 
his place. He did it, however, and passed 
the stand a full length ahead. The favor- 
ites then saw that they had their work 
cut out, and began to crowd the pace. 
The Duke passed Apollo after a pretty 
contest, and the veteran Callao, catching 
the spirit of the moment, also headed 
him, 
and so they rushed by the five- 


eighths post. The Ehree-year-old still kept 
the lead without being-driven, nnd-people 
began to open their eyes. "The grade at 
the half-mile will fetch him" was the cry. 
Not so. The youngster had gone there to 
stay, and stay he did. At the last quar- 
ter he still led by a length, the Duke 
straining every nerve to catch him, 
Apollo made a grand effort under Spell- 
man's persuasion, and relegated Callao to 
third p]ace, Katie Creel running neck- 
and-neek with Lute Fogle for fourth. 
Her blood told, and the turn saw her 
coming up to Callao's flank. The excite- 
ment of the crowd was now beyond de- 
scription. 
It wag evidently anybody's 


race, with the chances against the favor- 
ites, though the Duke's friends still 
hoped that he would bring into play all 
of his reserve power and leave his oppon- 
ents. But this faith weakened when it 
was seen that he, as well as Apollo, was 
taking the whip, while Thayer was sim- 
ply giving Aztec his head. A few sec- 
onds, and the cry "Aztee wins!" rang out 
on every side, when the gallant colt came 
down, running as level as the track itself, 
and a second later a great shcut went np 
as he passed the line a clean length ahead 
oE the Duke, Apollo getting a good third. 
It waa a glorious race from end to end, 
and Aztec showed himself every inch a 
race horse.
